Louisville, Ky.; March 27.—A_ secret 
meeting of representatives of Louisville's 
whisky interest—manufacturing and jod- 
bing—was held at the Ga!t house this af- 
ternoon to revive the national protective 
association organized in Chicago in 1836, 
to wage war against the prohibition 
movement and endeavor to show that 
“prohibition laws are ineffectual.” 

The association will be a national cr- 
ganization. It will have its) headquarters 
in Louisville, and will be supported by a 
fund to which the distilling and liquor 
jobbing interests of the entire country are 
expected to contribute. It is understood 
that the organizaticn will have unlimited 
financial backing, for representatives of 
the trade everywhcre are @Qiking a de2p 
interest in the movement and have al- 
ready authorized the promoters of the or- 
ganization to call on them for funds. The 
money will be used in eniploying speakers 
to conduct campaignag in states where the 
prohibiticnists are strong; in distributing 
printed matter, in employing statisticians 
and writers on economic subjects and 
anti-prokibition arguments particularly. 

Stevs will now ‘be taken to hold a na- 
tional convention of liquor men, at which 
a permanent organization will be made. 

A prominent distiller, discussing the 
meeting, said: 

“The special aim of the organization 
will be to show the people in some states 
where the prohibition movement is -espe- 
<lally strong, the fallacy of their podsi- 
ticn. At present a prohibition movement 
is sweeping over the southwest and liquor 
faterests are beirg hurt.

TRADE WAR WSTH GERMANY. 
No Apology Has Yet Been Defined: 


. Washington, March 27.—Whilé no policy 
has been defined as to the course this 
government will take tn’ meeting the new 
exclusion law of th. Germans, facts and 
figures bearing on the trade and the arti- 
cles of import from Germany which may 
be available for imposition of similar re- 
strictions are now ready for submission 
to the president and his advisors. 

The department of agriculture has been 
gathering these facts and a list of arti- 
cles found to be tredted with borax or 
other preservatives, against which has 
been laid the charge. that they are in- 
jurious, has been. completed and the ques< 
tion of policy will be. given serious con- 
sideration very shartly. The articles that 
first will be considered along this line are 
sausages, wines, beers and delicatessen. 
A large per cent of these, among other 
things, have been found to contain pre- 
servatives, such as might cause them to 
be barred on the same theory as that 
adopted by the Germans. 

The United States has been excluding 
for some time articles containing salicylic 
acid and other acid, clearly proved to’ be 
injurious, but the enforcement of these 
conclusions undoubtedly will be made 
even moré rigorous.

SOUNDED BY UNITED STATES 


Germany Says She Will Not Reso- 


lutely Oppose Russia. 

Berlin, March 27.—The Associated Press 
has high authority for saying that the 
government of the United States has been 
sounding Germany as to how far the lat- 
ter country would go toward maintaining 
the ‘“‘open door’ in Chfna. 

This inquiry, which was initiated prior 
to the trip of Admiral Prince Henry of 
Prussia to the United States, was not 
made with the object of eliciting well- 
phrased writings on the subject, nor gen- 
eral assurances, nor even so-called guar- 
antees, as the administration at Wash- 
ington, according to. information here, 
thinks there has been quite enough of 
such -‘liplomatic, interchanges. .But the 
purpose of this inquiry was to learn, for 
the guidance of Washington, whether 
Germany, in any event, would take a r2a- 
olute stand for equal trade opportunities 
This inquiry resulted in obtaining from 
the very head of the German empire the 
imprersion that Germany, while willing to 
take an idertical attitude with the other 
powers for the ‘“‘opén door,” would not in 
a final instance, «-ppose something that 
Russia really desired. 

This is the first principle of Germany’s 
policy, aud it applies fully to the east 
Asian question. 


BLOW TO THE RAILWAY TRUST. 


Bill Promoted by Its Agents Vetoed 
by Iowa Governor.

Washington, March 27.—Archbishop 
Sbarretti and his secretary, Monsignor 
Broderick, called at the war department 
today and had a short conference with 
Secretary Root. It appears that the issue 
now presented to the government here is 
one of extreme interest to the Catholic 
ehurch. Primarily it resolves itself into 
the question whether the settl>ment of 
the Philippine friar land probiem shall be 
effected in Manila or whether it shall be 
adjusted at Rome. Archbishop Sbarretti. 
bocoming Archbishop of Maa#la, will be 
the nominal owner of all theMands and 
real properties belonging to tie friars’ 
orders in the Philippines. Theré@Qore. he 
will be the person to whom applikation 
for a purchase of lands would ordirarily. 
be made. 

But another proposition is under con- 
sideration at the white house, and that is 
to have the proceedings conducted at the 
vatican by the religious superiors of 
Archbishop Shbarretti on the one hand 
and by a legal rapresentaflve of the 
United States government on the other. 
In such case it has been suggested that 
Governor Taft might ‘stop at Rome on 
his return by the eastward route to the 
Philippines. This. proposition is under- 
stood to be strongly urged by Archbishop 
Ireland and Archbishop O’Gormah, who 
wou'd porsibly, ir the event of Its adop- 
tion, accompany the first representative 
of the.

Evegy member of congress can 
be ecdiled and interrogated upon his oath 
if he met this man Christmas, [f he dined 
With him at the Hotel Raleigh. if he 
sought in any way to make a public opin- 
ion in favor of the ratification of this 
treaty for the purchase of the Danish 
islands. 

“T have so far made no reflections upon 
any American official, but I do say this, 
that these facts that T have submitted 
here, the ex®facts from these Danish pa- 
pers, show that all this corrupt contract 
business has been exposed and published 
since the 28th day of January In the Dan- 
ish papers. [I fake ft that the senate of 
the Tnited States did not know. on the 
17th day of ‘February, that $500,000 of that 
money had Seen hargained away for the 
corrupt purpose of buying them, and you 
and the balance of us. into the support of 
this measure; and yete on the 17th day of 
February the. American senate almost 
unanimously, as I belleve, and has been 
published in the newspapers. ratified this 
treaty. Did they know, Mr, Speaker. 
when thev ratified this treaty that these 
things were being published in Copenha- 
gen, Denmark? Did these UniteA States 
senators, did the committee on foreign af- 
fairs of the senate know this? I do not 
know, but this is the first time the atten- 
tion of this house has been called to this 
disgraceful state of affairs. 

“Yt seems tqgme there is one thing un- 
pardonable in this whole business, and 
that is that the department of state must 
have known of the publication of these 
infamous charges in Denmark and in Co- 
penhagen for two weeks, or nearly three 
weeks. before this treaty was ratified.’’ 


CANNON AND RICHARDSON 
ENGAGE IN SHARP CLASH 


Mr. Cannon of Illinois made the first 
rejoinder of any length. He pressed 
Mr. Richardson to know whether the 
report gave the name of the member or 
members of the house said to have been 
bribed, and they engaged in a very sharp 
clash. Mr. Cannon was plainly laboring 
under considerable excitement. 

Mr. Richardson insisted that the report 
did charge members of the house and 


senate. 

“T have mentioned several of the 
names,” said he. “I will repeat them 
if need be.” 

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Cannon, 
breaking in, “that it would be wise to 
make this investigation, if it fs worthy of 
investigation, after the members of the 
house have had an opportunity to examine 
the documents which the gentleman from 
Tennessee has read. I do not believe

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wants to investigate the mere statement 
of an acknowledged ‘thief.’’ 

Mr. Cannon moved to postpote con- 
sideration of the resolution until to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama declared 
that the honor of the country was at 
stake in this matter. It mattered not, 
he said, whether Christmas was thief 
or knave, he had made the charges. They 
should be investigated. 

Mr, Cannon declared that he had never 
heard of this man Christmas until to- 
day. He had no nowledge or informa- 
tion concerning him, but according to his 
own belief he was a briber and worse. 

“But he was accredited by the secre- 


tary of state,’ interposed Mr. Richard- | 


son, ‘and instructed to go to our min- 
ister in London.” 

“The gentleman artfully says the secre- 
tary of state made this man his agent,’’ 
erled Mr. Cannon indignantly. “I know 
nothing abéut it. If anything ought to 
be investigated, I am in for ar investiga. 
tion.”’ 

RICHARDSON IS SEEKING 
TO PREVENT DISHONOR 


‘But these charges were printed in 
Denmark and were known here from 
January 28 to February 17,” interposed 
Mr, Richardson. “Does the gentleman 
not think the secretary of state should 
have called the attention of the senate 
to charges that $500,000 was being spent 
to bring ‘about a successful termination 
of the negotiations?” 

‘“T do not know anything about. it.’’ 
responded Mr. Cannon, “and untjl I do, 
I will say nothing that would dishonor 
anyone.”’ 

“T am not seeking to dishonor anyone, 
I am seeking to prevent dishonor,” re- 
plied Mr. Richardson, 

The speaker then put the question on 
Mr. Cannon's motion to postpone. The 
republicans generally voted for the mo- 
tion, but such a stentorian chorus of 
‘‘noes’”’. came from the democratic side 
that the speaker continued: 

“The noes seem to have it.” 

Mr. Cannon did not ask for a division 
and the speaker declared the motion 
lost. ’ 

The resolutions were then perfected by 
the insertion of “it Is alleged’’ before 
all assertions of fact. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Lacey of 
Iowa the reference in the resolution to 
newspapers was changed to read “news- 
papers or press associations.” 

With these changes the resolutions were 
put to a vote and were carried without 
a dissenting voict. 

Representative Dalzell, of the special 
committee appointed today by Speaker 
Henderson to investigate the Danish West 
Indian transaction, says he will go over 
the allegations tomorrow when they ap- 
pear in The Congressional Record and 
arrangements will then be made for an 
early meeting of the committee probably 
on Saturday. Until then Mr. WDalzell 
said there would be no plans as to the 
conduct of the investigation.

Washington, March 27.—In the senate 
today Mr. Haffison, of Kansas, and Mr. 
Quarles, of Wisconsin, spoke at length on 
the oleomargarine bill. Mr. Harris sup- 
ported the measure, but urged that an 
amendment which he proposed placing a 
tax of 10 cants a pound on adulterated 
putter ought to be adopted. 

Mr. Quarles vigorously denounced the 
oleomargarine industry, 

‘Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, sharply 
criticised the methods by which General 
Funston captured Aguinaldo. 

-Mr. Harris, while he was a supporter of 
fhe pending bill, declared that oleomar- 
garine was an excellent product when not 
sophisticated and colored in a way to de- 
celve the consumer. It was an article of 
food of such value that he was surprised 
the manufacturers of oleomargarihe did 
rot advertise it as such frankly and bold- 
ly.. The deception, he seid, was not, how- 
ever, al] on one side. The committee had 


encountered disgusting duplicity upon the 

part of the butter makers and it was part- 

ly to meet this point that he‘ had offered 

his amendment. 
Quarles on Steers. 

Mr. Quarles, of Wisconsin, in support of 
the pending measure, said that things 
had come to a strange pass when steers 
ecmpete with cows as butter producers. 
It was high time, he thought, for self- 
respecting men to take up the cudgels for 
the cow and to defend her time-honored 
prerogative. He said’ that Wisconsin hada 
$117,000,000 invested in dairy interests. He 
faid 110,000,000 pounds of oleomargarine 
were manufactured every year in the 
United States. and he had no hesitancy In 
pronouncing it “the greatest fraud of the 
century.”’ 

At the conclusion of Mr. Quarles’ 
speech a message from the president 
recommending that provision be made for 
diplomatic and consular representatives 
in Cuba and announcing formally that the 
island would be turned over to the Cuban 
government on May 20 next was read and 
referred to the committee on foreign re- 
lo.tions. 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, called at- 
tention to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Topeka, Kans., published today in 
Which General Frederick Funston is 
represented as criticising some_ eastern 
hewsapapers because of their comment 
upon his recent speech before the Lotus 
Club, in New York. He said that he would 
rot notice the statement but for the fact 
that General Funston -cahed to his aid 
the president and the ghairman of the 
senate committee on the Philippines, 
representing them as indonsing his 
speech. ! 

Patterson Scores Funston. 

Mr. Patterson said it was evident that 
General Funston’s speech was to be used 
for campaign purposes and he thought, 
therefore, that two things ought to be 
brought caimly and dispasslonately to 
the attention of the country—first, Gen- 
eral Funston’s own statement of the 
character of Aguinaldo, made in a maga- 
zine article last October, and second, the 
rules of civilized warfare regarding de- 
ception of the enemy. 

Mr. Patterson then read at length the 
provisions of warfare relating to spies 
and the use of deception, and read exten- 
sively from General Funston’s magazine 
a:ticle, his point being that General Fun- 
ston had viohated the articles of warfare 
in deceiving the FPHiipinos at the time he 
captured Aguinaldo, despite his statement 
now that he had not done so. 

In conclusion, Mr. Patterson said that 
all authorities upon international law and 
the articles of civilized warfare declared 
that the use of the enemy’s uniform was 
not warranted and that a mén in an 
ernemy’s uniform who killed another man 
Was guilty of assassination and outside 
the pale of protection. 

When Mr. -Patterson had concluded, the 
senate, at 4 o’clock, went into executive 
session and soon afterwards adjourned 
tntil Monday, 
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THREE CONFERENCES CALLED 


To Discuss Coffe Culture, Sanitation 
and Customs Regulations. 


Washington, March 27.—Following the 
direction “of the general meeting of the 
representatives of the countries party to 
the Pan-American conference the execu- 
tive council has selected October 1, next, 
as the date and New York the place for 
holding the first general conference on the 
subject of coffee culture and marketing, 
October 15 the conference on sanitary 
regulations for the ports of all American 
nations will be held in Waghington. and 
on November 1 the conference intended 
to secure a uniform system of customs 
regulations for the American nations will 
meet at New York. ’ 

It is the intention of the projectors 
of these various conferences that the gov- 
ernments taking part in them be 
represented by highty trained experts 
in different branches so that the diplo- 
matic representatives will not figure to 
the same extent as they have in the gen- 
eral cbngress.

Washington, March 27.—The president 
this afternoon sent to congress the fol- 
lowing message recommending provision 
for diplomatic representation in Cuba: 

I commend to the congress timely con- 
sideration of measures for maintaining 
diplomatic and consular representatives 


in Cuba and for carrying out the provis- 
icnps of the act making appropriation for 
the support of the army for the fiscal year 
ending June 230, 1902, approved March 2, 
1901, treading as follows: :

CANNON AND RICHARDSON 
ENGAGE IN SHARP CLASH 


Mr. Cannon of Illinois made the first 
rejoinder of any length, He pressed 
Mr. Richardson to know whether the 
report gave the name of the member or 
members of the house said to have been 
bribed, and they engaged in a very sharp 
clash. Mr. Cannon was plainly laboring 
under considerable excitement. 

Mr. Richardson insisted that the report 
did charge members of the house ani 
senate. - : 

“T have mentioned several of the 
names,” said he.

“It seems to me,” said Mr. Cannon, 
breaking in, ‘‘that it would be wise to 
make this investigation, if it is worthy of 
investigation, after the members of the 
house have had an opportunity to examine 
the documents which the gentleman from 
Tennessee has read.

Mr. Cannon moved to poatpotle con- 
sideration of the resolution until to- 
morrow. 

Mr. Underwood of Alabama declared 
that the honor of the country was at 
stake in this matter. It mattered not, 
he said, whether Christmas was thief 
or knave, he had made the charges. They 
should be investigated. 

Mr, Cannon declared that he had never 
heard of this man Christmas until to- 
day. He had no knowledge or informa- 
tion concerning him, but according to his 
own belief he was a briber and worse. 

“But he was accredited by the secre- 


son, “and instructed to go to our min- 
ister in London.” 

“The gentleman artfully says the secre- 
tary of state made this man his agent,”’ 
erfled Mr. Cannon indignantly. “I know 
nothing abéut it.. If anything ought to 
be investigated, I am in for ar investiga- 
tion.”* 

RICHARDSON IS SEEKING 
TO PREVENT DISHONOR 


‘Rut these charges were printed in 
Denmark and were known here from 
January 28 to February 17,” interposed 
Mr, Richardson. ‘Does the gentleman 
not think the secretary of state should 
have called the attention of the senate 
to charges that $500,000 was being spent 
to bring ‘about a suctessful termination 
of the negotiations?” 

‘T do net know anything about. it,’’ 
responded Mr. Cannon, “and untjl I do, 
I will say nothing that would dishonor 
anyone.”’ 

“TI am not seeking to dishonor anyone, 
I am seeking to prevent dishonor,” re- 
plied Mr. Richardson, 

The speaker then put the question on 
Mr. Cannon's motion: to postpone. The 
republicans generally voted for the mo- 
tion, but such a stentorian chorus of 
‘‘noes”’. came from the democratic side 
that the speaker continued: 

“The noes seem to have it.” 

Mr. Cannon did not ask for a division 
and the speaker declared the motion 
lost. 

The resolutions were then perfected by 
the insertion of ‘it 1s alleged’’ before 
all assertions of fact. 

At the suggestion of Mr. Lacey of 
Iowa the reference in the resolution to 
newspapers was changed to read “news- 
papers or press associations.” 

With these changes the resolutions were 
put to a vote and were carried without 
a dissenting voict. 

Representative Daizell, of the special 
committee appointed today by Speaker 
Henderson to investigate the Danish West 
Indian transaction, says he will go over 
the allegations tomorrow when they ap- 
pear in The Congressional Record and 
arrangements will then be made for an 
early meeting of the committee probably 
on Saturday. Until then Mr. Dalzell 
-said there would be no plans as to the 
conduct of the investigation.

Washington, March 27.—In the senate 
today Mr. Hattison, of Kansas, and Mr. 
| Quarles, of Wisconsin, spoke at iength on 
ithe oleomargarine bill. Mr. Harris sup- 
ported the measure, but urged that an 
amendment whieh he proposed placing a 
tax of 10 cants a pound on adulterated 
putter ought to be adopted. 

Mr. Quarles vigorously denounced the 
oleomargarine industry, 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, sharply 
criticised the methods by ‘which General 
Funston captured Aguinaldo. 

-Mr: Harris, while he was a supporter of 
fhe pending bill, declared that oleomar- 
garine was an excellent product when not 
sophisticated and colored in a way to de- 
Gelvye the consumer. It was an article of 
food of such value that he was surprised 
the manufacturers of oleomargarihe did 
rot advertise it as such frankly and bold- 
ly.. The deception, he said, was not, how- 
ever, al] on one side. The committee had 


encountered disgusting duplicity upon the 
part of the butter makers and it was part- 
ly to meet this point that he' had offered 
his amendment. 

Quarles on Steers, 

Mr. Quarles, of Wisconsin, in support of 
the pending measure, sali that things 
had come to a strange pass when steers 
eempete with cows as butter producers. 
It was high time, he thought, for self- 
respecting men to take up the cudgels for 
the cow and to defend her time-honored 
prerogative. He said’ that Wisconsin had 
$117,000,000 invested in dairy interests. He 
said 110,000,000 pounds of oleomargarine 
were manufactured every year in the 
United States. and he had no hesitancy nm 
pronouncing it “the greatest fraud of the 
century.” 

At the conclusion of Mr. Quarles’ 
speech a message from the president 
recommending that provision be made for 
diplomatic and consular re entatives 
tn Cuba and announcing formally that the 
istand would be turned over to the Cuban 
government on May 20 next was read and 
referred to the committee on foreign re- 
lo. tioris. 

Mr. Patterson, of Colorado, called at- 
tention to an Associated Press dispatch 
from Topeka, Kans., published today in 
Which General. Frederick Funston is 
represented as criticising some. eastern 
hewapapers because of their comment 
upon his recent speech before the Lotus 
Club, tn New York. He said that he would 
rot notice the statement but for the fact 
that General Funston called to his aid 
the president and the ghairman of the 
senate committee on the Philippines, 
reprercenting them as indonsing his 
speech. ' 


Patterson Scores Funston. 

Mr. Patterson said it was evident that 

General Funston’s speech was to be used 
for campaign purposes and he thought, 
Aherefore, that two things ought to be 
brought caimly and dispassionately to 
the attention of the country—first, Gen- 
eral Funston's own statement of the 
character of Aguinaldo, made in a maga- 
zine article last October, and second, the 
rules of civilized warfare regarding de- 
ception of the enemy. 
.Mr. Patterson then read at length the 
provisions of warfare relating to spies 
and the use of deception, and read exten- 
sively from General Funston’s magazine 
article, his point being that General Fun- 
ston had violated the articles of warfare 
in deceiving the Ffiipinos at the time he 
captured Aguinaldo, despite his statement 
now that he had not done so. 

In conclusion, Mr. Patterson said that 
al! authorities upon international law and 
the articles of civilized warfare declared 
that the use of the enemy’s uniform was 
not warranted and that a mé&n in an 
enemy’s uniform who killed another man 
Was guilty of assassination and outside 
the pale of protection. 

When Mr. Patterson had concluded, the 
senate, at 4 o’clock, went into oxecutive 
sessicn and soon afterwards adjourned 
until Monday.

INVESTIGATION IS BEING MADE 


/ Efforts in Progress To Learn Why 


There Is So Much Water in 
the Stream. | : 


Philadelphia, March 27.—Commikttees rep- 
resenting the bondholders of the Nation- 
al Asphalt Company and the Asphalt 
Company of America, which recently 
went into the hands of a recéiver, met 
separately today and considered the re- 
port of the Audit company, of New York. 
which has been examining the books of 
the companies for 1900 and 1901. 

At the conclusion of the meetings Henry 
W. Biddle. of the American company, is- 
sued-a statement in which it is shown 
that, although with an authorized capi- 
talization aggregating $58,000,000 and fixed 
charges of $2,150,000 a year, the actual net 
earnings of the companies for the past 
two years have averaged only $350,000 a 
year. The condition is in part explained 
by the statement that extraordinary ex- 
penses have been met in Venezuela and 
that one of the underlying companies, the 
National Contracting Company, has made 
heavy losses. 

Continuing, the statement says: 

“The results of the earnings of the com- 
bined companies for the two years are 
so entirely ungatisfactory and are so 
meager in comparison with the basis of 
capitaiization of the American and “Na- 
tiona] companies that the committee will 
continue to press its investigation, which 
is meant to be thorough in all respects, 
as to the causes and reasons for such ap- 
parent over-capitalization.” 

It is thought. probable that ‘the affairs 
of the National Contracting Company, 
whose losses in three years on sewer and 
other work in New Orleans-and elsewhere 
dmounted to about $500,000, will be wound 
up. Some of the members ofthe commit- 
tee hold the opinion that the companies, 
when organized, should confine themselves 
to asphalt and not carry on a business so 
widely different. ag that of the Netiorg!

Washington, March 27.—A subcommittee 
of the house committee on naval affairs, 
composed of Representatives Dayton, 
Butler and Meyer, saw the president to- 
day and discussed with nim the recom- 
mendations made in his annual. message 
to congress for an increase in the number 
of officers for the navy and marine corps.

N MAN'S WAKE 


Moses Schwartz tias Quite a 
Record as a Smasher 


Prior To Touching New York Bank 
for $100,000 He Hit a Louis- 
ville Concern for $400,- 
00O and Narrowly 
Escaped Lynching. 


Louisville, Ky., March 27.—Moses 
Schwartz, who was arrested in. Philadel- 
phia yesterday on the charge of having 
defrauded the Seventh naticgil bank of 
New York out of $79,000 on forged notes, 
formerly lived in Louisville, where, in 
1890, he organized and became president 
of the Louisville Deposit bank. which 
failed later, causing considerable loss to 
a number of small depositors. 

Moses Schwartz came to this city from 
Nashville, Tenn., and engaged in the dis- 
tilling business and other enterprises. In 
1899 he organized the Louisville Deposit 
bank, being at the same time a director of 
the German national bank of this city, to 
which he owed over $200,000. His indebt- 
edness was transferred to the Deposit 
bank and that institution falling in 1893, 
it was discovered that its principal assets 
were notes to the extent of about $400,000 
upon which practically nothing could be 
realized. There was little left for the de- 
positors, the majority of whom were poor 
Germans. After the failure of the dank 
the building was surrounded by a large 
number of depositors and threats were 
made to lynch Schwartz. He disappeared 
from the city and no attempt was made to 
arrest or % 4ndict him. Since that time 
-nothing had been heard of ren here.

Cape Town, March 27.—The preparations 
for the state funeral of Cecil Rhodes 
which will take place , kere April 12, 
are already in progress. Flags are half 
masted everywhere. 

Those who attended the sick bed say 
Mr. Rhodes continually sa@rowed over 
the fact that he left so much unaccom- 
plished. ‘So little done; so much to do,” 
was an expression he used more than 


once. 

London, March 27.—In a dispatch from 
Cape Town the correspondent there of 
The Daily Mail says that Cecil Rhodes 
when he last visited Matoppo hills select- 
ed the spot where he disired to be buried 
and gave instructions to an architect 
concerning the memorial to be erected. 
The place of interment is beneath a 
natural cairn of giant bowlders on a 
kopje adjoining that on which Major 
Wilson's little force made its last stand. 
The memorial to be erected will be a 
prominent feature of the striking land- 
scape. 

The correspondent says that a death 
mask of the face has been successfully 
taken. The features, which were  dis- 
torted as a result of his malady, resumed 
their reposeful dignity in death. After 
the autopsy, which revealed an extensive 
aneurism of the heart, the remains were 
placed in a coffin and conveyed, at 4 
o’clock this morning, to Grooteschuur.

“That man from Maine”’—Hon. 
Charles E. Littlefield by name—gives 
recurring evidenccs in speech and ac- 
tion that he is no ordinary actor in 
the drama of passing thought and 
events. We have had occasion here- 
tofore to commend some of his mani- 
festations of sane mind and righteous 
independence, He undoubtedly pos- 
sesses the power to make himself a 
quantity in public affairs and to exert 
a,force that eannot fail of fruitfulness. 

A few nights ago in Washington he 
addressed the Congregational Club on 
“A Feature of the Vevelopment of 
Civilization.” In the course of an 
address that was replete with good 
sense, he referred to the negro ques 


tion in the south, and said: 

By what right does an act of congress 

seek to place an inferior race On an 
equal footing with men who have livei 
through two thevsand years of Chris- 
tianity? The nation sought to create 
in the negro race the ability not only to 
govern themselves, but to assist in the 
government cf others. What was the re- 
sult? This race was in the midst of a 
people developed im the highest state of 
civilization then known to man. A peo- 
ple who had been overwhelmed by one of 
their own kind, and whose wounds, phys- 
ical and moral, were smarting under the 
blow of defeat. 
.The Kuklux Klan was the outcome, 
with its civilization behind it, trying to 
suppress the néwly created citizen. 
Then came the tissue ballot, and now we 
have the “grandfather clause,’’ which 
virtually disfranchises every negro in 
the south. If the elective franchise had 
been given only .to those who had th; 
intelligence to use it, the tendency of 
the south would have been to increase 
its representation by legitimate means. 
Today the tendency is to keep southern 
men in ignorance ang to keep the negro 
out of control. To increase the repre- 
sentation properly under such conditions 
requires the utmost intelligence. 


In these paragraphs, coming 
strangely from a Maine republican, 
the situation as it existed immediate- 
ly after the civil war and as it is now 
are both put with approximate un- 
derstanding. Doubtless Mr. Little- 


purposé of the Kuklux Klan was to 
preserve order and protect life and 
property during ap interregnum of 
lawlessness and danger; or that the 


South Carolina and used for republi- 
can party advantage by carpetbag- 
gers from Massachusetts and Ohio; 
or that the “grandfather clause” is a 
device as old as the Roman laws reg- 
ulating rights of citizenship.

men. If they may exercise all the 
rights of citizenship without intelli- 
gence, without education and a sub- 
stantial stake in government all men 
will not exert themselves to obtain 
these qualifications of good citizen- 
ship. 

Mr. Littlefield believes the only pos- 
sible amelioration of the race prob- 
lem in the soutAQ, is in making the ne- 
gro an effectiv®*worker in his acces- 
sible fields of labor and encouraging 
him to manifest the disposition and 
independence of good _ citizenship.

Editor Shaver, of the Jack- 
son Argus, Talks Inter- 
estingly of “How To 
Build Up a Town.” 


By Addison H. Shaver. 
(Written for The Constitution.) 


For almost a quarter of a century I 
have devoted my time and efforts to the 


| solution of the problem, “How to build 


up a country paper,” and the twin ques- 
tion, “How to build up a town,” 

My expericnce hee been that the solu- 
tion of the two problems are absolutely 
inseparable—to build up a town its citi- 
yens must help bufld up the local paper, 
end if an editor would build up his paper 
he must be truly patrictic aad untiringly 
devoted to every interest of his town and 
county. One cannot, be built up without 
the other. And it is from this newspaper 
man’s standpoint that I will consider the 
question, “Flow to build up a_ town.” 
Especially so, as both my experienc’ and 
my observation have taught me that the 
people of Géorgia, as a rule, in their won- 
derfully enterprieing efforts to build up 
their towns,-do not place eufficier.t stress 
upon the importence of the local paper 
end what it could be made to do in tite 
way of building up the town and advanc- 
ing the ifiterests of its citizens. 

This is an advertising age, and the best 
advertisement a town can have is a live, 
hustling, patriotic weekly paper. The 
world acknowledges that there is no such 
thing as business success, the successful 
launching of any emerprige, or the rapid 
and permanent advancement of a town, 
without Mberal advertising. The recent 
act of a New England corporation, with 
a paid-up stock of $100,000, emphasizes 
my assertion hefe, as the first decision 
of its stockholders was to put $10,000 in 
the manufacture of their article and $90,- 
000 in advertising it the first year. 

Ament this point, some years ago Will 
N. Harbven, the Gecrgia novelist, was on 
the staff of The Youth’s Companion and 
devoted most of his time to office work 
in Boston. I was then running The Dal- 
ton Argus, and when‘Mr. Harben came 
home to Dalton to spend the summer, 
as he usually does, he complimented The 
Algus, saying: 

‘Shaver, your perer is ahead of the 
town. Yet, if you can afford to publish 
euch a paper here, it is the best adver- 
tisement in the eyes of the world that 
Dalton ever had or could have, such a 
paper being a greater help in building up 
a town than the estallishment of a half 
dozen cotton: faectorices.’° 


It being conceded, then, that advertis- 


irg is absolutely necessary to success in 
any direction, and the first thing neces- 
sary to the advance of a town is that it 
be advertised to the world as a commu- 
nity of Tve, up-to-date, hustling people, 
and that a newspaper giving such evi- 
dence is the best advertisement it can 
have, the question comes up, how to se- 
cure such @. paper. he 3 

First of all, the enterprising citizens 
who are desirous of pushing their town 
to the front ought to be sure that they 
have a man who thoroughly understands 
his business at the he!m of the local pa- 
pér—a man with antecgdcnts, acquaint- 
ances and. connections that wi!! be of 
benefit to him and to them. Then they 
ought to support him Hberally, not by 
dividing patronage thet could support 
one good paper between two, three or 
four papers, getting no good one, but by 
seeing that the paper and editor best 
equipped to help the town géts such 
patronage as will enable them to adver- 
tise the town to advantage. 

I trust this will not be construed as an 
expression of opinion on my part that the 
“little fellows’ should be “choked off:” 
but the entire history of the maintained 
Supremacy of the Anglo-Saxon race is 
builded upon belief in “the survival of 
the fittest."’ And the material prosperity 
and advancement of a town must hinge 
upon the survival of the fittest in every 
avenue of business and trade—with news- 
papers as with others. 

It is not every man who runs a paper, 
and even a good paper, who can really 
run one that will materially benefit his 
town and at the same time make a living 
out of it for himself and family. A we2k 
or so since I received a letter from a 
Georgia editor of full twenty years’ ex. 
perience, who lives in a town with twice 
the population of Jackson, with a piece 
of newspaper property that ought to be 
very valuable... He wanted to know how 
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EDITOR A. H. SHAVER. 
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te “make merchants advertise.” I dont 
‘make’ merchants advertise; and, in my 
opinion, the editor who cannot get out 
such a paper as will convince them, 
without other argument, that it is to the 
tcwn’s interest and to their interest to 
patronize him, is in the wrong business.. 

Here it is, then, in a nutshen: The 
best way to start buildimg up a town is 
to thoroughly boom it with desirable ad- 
vertising. The best advertisement of @ 
town is a first-class local paper filled 
with local advertisements, giving evi- 
jenc> of a live,‘ up-fo-date, progressive 
citizenry, and the 
that is to secure the location of a good 
man, and then stick to him by liberal 
patronage, in every way encouraging 
him and holding up his hands. 

In January, 1901, I sold The Dalton 


targus, and after visiting and considering 


some dozen or fifteen locations, I bought 
The Jackson Argus, because ‘Jackson is 
the biggest town. of its size in the 
south,’ filled with hustling business men, 
brimming” with energy and enterprise, 
and because I felt there was the greatest 
reed and best opening here for a live, 
up-to-date local paper. I settled down 
last April and began the publication of 
the Argus upon my usual plan—to pub- 
lish a purely local paper and give as good 
@ paper as my patronage would possibly 
permit; to pull for everything that wus 
for the goud of the town and courtty, re 
gardiess of any personal differences with 
those in charge; to have as little as possi- 
ble to do with politics, and to take no 
part whatever in local politics. Of course, 
I knew that by takiwg no part in local 
politics some on each side would accuse 
me of being in sympathy with the other 
side; but I also knew that it would take 
but a few months to set me right, and 
shes ‘both sides that I was really pulling 
ic®- very interest of the town and not 
for any faction or clique.

I immediately put my shoulder to the 
wheel with all the energy I possessed, 
doing my best according to my ability 
and lights, giving the assembly at least 
$300 or $400 of free advertising and at 
least $100 out of my pocket for its ad- 
vancememt. I did this willingly, although, 
Strange as it may seem, there was a 
strong element opposed to the chautau- 
qua. As the result of my action I lost 
money temporarily, but gained desirable 
advertising for Jackson. The ale pres- 
ident, Professor C. H. Bruce, assistetl by 
the livest merchants and most patriotic 
people of the town, made a splendid suce 
cess of the chautauqua. 

The extent of the appreciation of. my 
humble efforts in behalx of the enterprise 
can be discerned from an expression by 
cne of the oldest, most solid and honored 
citizens of Jackson. He said to me a few 
days since: ‘‘I must ‘congratulate you and 
The Argus. You are advertising Jackson 
as it was never advertised before, and 
have been the means of the town making 
rapid strides forward.”’ 

This is simply to illustrate that the 
best wey to start to build up a town is 
to give it desirable advertising. This can

By a vote of 6 to 2 the board of edu- 
cation yesterday afternon declared itself 
opposed to the establishment of a gym- 
nasium at the Boys’ High school along 
the lines suggested by the students of the 
senior class contained in a petition which 
was filed with the board last month. The 
fate of the Hall of Fame was also sealed. 

The committee, to which this matter 
was referred, submitted both a majority 
and minority report. The majority re- 
port, signed by E. P. Burns and L. Z. 
Rosser, recommended that an end be put 
to all movements by teachers and pupils 
in the Boys’ High schoo) by which funds 
were to be raised to purchase pictures 
for the school’s Hall of Fame, for a gym- 
nasium or other like matters. This report 
was adonted. , 

Oscar Fapbenheimer submitted the mi- 
nority report. He declared that the ques- 
tion up to the board was a dispute be- 
tween the principal of the school and the 
pupils over the disposition of funds raised 
jointly. He contended that the board 
should settle the matter one way or the 
other and suggested that it be referred 
to a committee with instructions to have 
a hearing and that if the facts were as 
stated, that the senior class be authorized 
to expend the money raised from pro- 
eramme advertising, on gymnasium ap- 
paratus. This report was defeated when 
the other was adopted. 

Meeting Was Lively. 

The meeting was anxthing but dull. 
Nearly all the members had something to 
ray about the matter and spicy remarks 
were. Indulged in by those members on 
both sides. ‘The board met shortly after 
B o’clock. and. President Hoke Smith be- 
ing absent, President Hamilton 
Douglas presid®@: in his stead. Mr. Smith 
came in later, bu \Mr. Douglas remained 
in the chair while the gymnasium matter 
was being considered, Upan motion of 
Mr. Pappenheimer the special committee's 
report was talken: up. -_He moved that the 
two reports be read and that the rules 
be suspended so that if there was anv one 
present other than the members of the 
board who desfred to be heard on the 
metter they be act@rded that privilege. 

The two reports were read. Then vis- 
itors were asked if they wished to be 
heard. Edward Meyers. who, with W. R. 
Tichenor and Walter Ormond, all mem- 
hera of the Atlanta Athletic Club, occu- 
pied chaira in the room, stated he was 
there merely to hear. whatever discugsiun 
might be had on the subject. He was re- 
min@ed that the meetings of the board 
were usually executive. He said thai he 
was not aware of this fact. Mr. Meyer 
stated “he had no desire to submit his 
views regarding the question up for the 
cansideration of the board, 

he other gentlemen were aksed if they 
nad anyThing to say. They replied in the 
negative. Then Mr. Rosser asked that 
the remainder of the session be executive. 
Mr. Pappenheimer said he could sé€e no 
reason for holding the meeting ‘behind 
closed doors. He stated he had nothing 
to conceal from the public and was per- 
fectly willing that his remarks or the 
stand he took regarding any matter 
should be made public. In reply Mr. Ros- 
ser declared the board had already suf- 
fered from flippant reports. He seemed to 
think the reporters did not use proper dils- 
cretion In reporting meetings. 

He said there were matters which came 
up for the consideration of the school 
board which ought not to be paraded be- 
fore the public. Regarding this particu- 
lar matter, however, he stated he had no 
objection to the reporters and others be- 
Ing present. He moved that the majority 
report be adopted. Councilman John C. 
Reed, who came in after the meeting had 
begun, asked that the reports be read 
that he mieht fully understand the mat- 
ter. Mr. Burns explained why the ma- 
jority report had been prepared, and then 
the reports were read again.

There is no doubt as to the power of the 
board to decree that neither teacher nor pupils 
shall solicit subscriptions for school pro- 
p-ammes, even thoygh the subscriptions be 
solicited after school hours, But so to. use 
its authority might .well be considered an 
abuse of power. 

Were the board to stop the raising of funds 
for meritorious purposes by the Bdys'’s High 
school, it might readily Jead to putting a step 
to collections in ether schools of voluntary 
sufecriptins for piano funds, libraries, deco- 
rations, and Christmas charities. 

I beg respectfully to reeommend that this 


Niratter be referred to a committee of three, 


with the following instructions: Should they 
find, after full hearing, that the facts are as 
now undisputed, then they shall authorize the 
senior class to use funds raised by programme 
advertising for the purpose of equipping a 
symnasium at the Boys’ High school. Should 
the hearing by the committee develop conflict 
or evidence on any material point, then the 
committee shall report its finding and recom- 
mendation at the next meeting of the board.

Mr. Burns Explains. 


Referring to the minority report, he 
said the committee was not flinching 
or trying to dodge anything. He stated 
the whole matter was outside the board. 
He explained that just before the public 
exercises are given by the school a 
programme is arranged and the prin- 
cipal and students secure advertising for 
insertion in the programme, the money 
derived’ from this source being used to 


| pay for the printing; the surplus going 


to purchase pictures of famous Georgians 
to adorn the walls of the school. This, 
he said, had been done in the past. The 
boys, said Mr. Burns, now desired to 
use this money in establishing a gymna- 
sium in the building, while the principal 
wished to continué to secure portraits 
for the hall. It was upon this point that 
the dispute arose. . 

Mr. Reed said it was clear to him 
that it was a question for the considera- 


‘tion ‘ef the board. He declared the gist j 


of the matter was this: The boys secured 
the greater proportion of the money 
raised and yet were not to be consulted 
as to the way in which the funds were 
to be expended. He thought it would 
be a good plan to let the principal’s share 
fo toward purchasing portraits and al- 
low the boys to spend their share upon 
gymnasium apparatus. (Colone] Reed as- 
serted that Mr. Burn’s position was tanta- 
mount to saying that the boys should 
put themselves at the principal’s feet 
and do exactly what he directed in all 
matters. He did not think this was 
right as applied to the case under dis- 
cussion. 

Mr. Pappenheimer said if the principal 
had authority in the matter it was then 
clearly a question for the board to set- 
tle, as the board was over the principal. 
Two years ago, he said, the boys were 
consulted about the selection of the por- 
traits for the Hall of Fame, but now, 
he stated he understood, they were only 
asked to raise the money. He seemed 
to think the principal had exceeded his 
authority. Mr. Rosser stated the had 
given the matter considerable thought 
and considered it an extraneous subject. 
Harmony had prevailed heretofore, he 
said, and nothing was said about the 
enterprise. In not stopping it the board 
had permitted the plans to be ‘carried 
out. Now, he thought, as differences 
had arisen it would be best to prevent 
future disputes by prohibiting a continu+ 
ance of the movement to add to the Hall 
of Fame. f 

Dr. Stephens could not see that the 
number of boys in school could get good 
results from a small gymnasium because 
they only had half an hour each day 
in which they could take advantage of 
the apparatus if a gymnasium was es- 
tablished. He said if a gymnasium was 
realy needed council could be asked 
to set aside sufficient funds to equip 
a good one. He declared the whole mat- 
ter was not worth wasting time over. 
Mr. Smith said he would subscribe to a 
fund to establish a gymnasium if~the 
boys took up the matter in the proper 
way. The point, he said, was whether 
the board should settle disputes arising 
between teacher and pupils over a matfer 
which was outside of school work or 
discipline. 

Mr. Pappenheimer then asked Mr.

-. CHAIRMANSHIP’ TOMORROW. 


Will Probably Be Succeeded by Hon. E. T. Brown. 
Full List of State Committee---Guerry on 
the Dispensary Question. 


T the meeting of the state democratic 
executive committe, which will be held 
here tomorrow, it is understood that Chair- 
man F. G. duBignon will tender his resig- 
nation and that Hon..E. T. Brown, vice 
chairman of the committee, will be elect- 
ed to succeed him. Ae 
The general. impression has prevailed 
that Chairman duBigngn would continue 
at the head of the committee until after 
the meeting of the convention at which a 
new committee will be named, It appears, 
however, that it is his intention to re- 
sign tomorrow, and the election of Mr. 
Brown to succeed him seems practically 
assured, since there has not appeared a 
sign of opposition to him up to the prés- 


ent. 

Members of the committee who have 
expressed themselves on the subjct all 
agree that Mr. Brown is the logical suc- 
cessor of Mr. duBignon, and that his work 
in behalf of the party more than entf- 
tles him to this honor.

‘Chief interest among politicians seems to 
center in the date that wil] be fixed on 
for the primary.

{is a difference of opinion. Expressions 
from many members of the committee, 
however, lead to the conclusion that the 
primary will certainly not be as late as 
August. May 13 and 20 and. June 10 are 
the dates which are being most discussed, 
and the probability is. that one of these 
will be selected. It i# considered practf- 
cally certain, from expressions heard from 
members of the committee, that the pri- 
mary will not be later than the latter 
date, nor will it be earlier than the for- 
mer. It is practically certain that ft will 
come somewhere between May 13 and 
June 10. : 

Most of the politicians who are candi- 
dates for election or for reelection are 
anxious for an early primary, and it can- 
not be too early to suit them. In fact, 
they would like to see it held the latter 
part of April. The rule has been, how- 
ever, to leave at least six weeks or two 
months between the date of the commit- 
tee’s meeting and the primary, and this 
will probably be done this year.

OVERNOR CANDLER may g0 to 


Washington, D. C., on April 7 to at- 


tend the meeting of thé commission desiz- 
nated ‘to discuss the question of chang- 
ing the date of presidential inauguras 
tions. 

The governor received a letter yester- 
day from the board of commissioners 
of the District of Columbia, informing 
him that the commission would meet 
in Washington on that date and asking 
that he be'present if it is possible for him 
to do so. Governor Candler replied that 
he would attend if the duties of the 
executive office would. permit, ‘and that 
if he were not able to be present he 
would send by mail a statement of his 
views ‘on the subject for the benefit of 
the commission, 

This commission is composed of the 
governors of the forty-five states of the 
union together with the commissioners 
of the District of Columbia. It is expected 
that at least half of the governors of 
the states ‘will be present in Washing- 
ton on that day, andthe occasion will 
unquestionably be a notable one, 

A change in the date of inauguration 
of president can only be made ‘by con- 
stitutional amendment. If the commis- 
sion decides upon a change, congress 
will, no doubt, submit it ‘to the states 
as is provided by law, and if the legis- 
latures of two-thirds of the states adopt 
it, it will then become a law. Govern-

EGGS AS MAIL MATTER: 
A CRUSHING EXPERIENCE 


A mail package was 
Atlanta postoffice yesterday that bore 
evidence of a rough experience. It had 
started on its journey over the post route 
as a pasteboard shoe box, filed with 
eggs, but it landed in Atlanta as a par- 
tially demolished box, with a dozen or 
two. totally destroyed eggs and four 
that had escaped a crushing. 

The box was mailed at Fruit Hurst, 
Ala., on the line of the Southern railway 
between Atlanta and Birmingham. 
Fruit Hurst is what ‘s known as a catch 
station and it is this that tells the story 
of the ruin. The box was malled with 
care, the sender using caution that none 
of the eggs should break. The postmaster 
at the station placed them with equal 
care in the mail bag and then fastened 
the bag on the mail crane beside the 
railroad track. 

The through passenger train from Bir- 
mingham, due in Atlanta at 11:40 o'clock 
in the morning, does not stop at Fruit 
Hurst, but on the contrary siides by 
there at the rate of about fifty miles 
per hour. The mail bag is taken from 
the crane by means of an arm fastened 
to the mail car. At the rate of fifty 


miles an hour the train swept by the 
station yesterday morning and as usual 


received in the | 


the mail bag was hauled into the mail 
car by the tron arm. The fate of the 
eggs was then and there sealed. They 
could not stand the pressure. 

The box, crushed and torn and smeared 
with eggs, On arrivel here was turned 
over to Superintendent of Mails Wallace 
Rhodes who notified the sender of the 
wreck and asked for instructions. It was 
placed to one side and was viewed by 
a number of persons yesterday. 

“Never since my connection with the 
postoffice have I before run across s0 
comical an incident,’ said Superintendent 
Rhodes. 

The destination of the box was Colum- 
bia, South Dakota. It may be that eggs 
are scarce out there, but it is not be- 
lieved that the destruction of that par- 
ticular consignment will affect the 
market.

Work on i teveimis Is Now Un- 
der Way—Grades Are Being 
Reduced and Curves Taken 
| Out All Along the 
» Laine, 


The Southern railway is now making 
chagges and improvements on its line »e- 
tween Washington and Atlanta which 
will result in a materia! reduction in the 
distancé from Atlanta to the east, and fn 
the double tracking of the whole line. For 
some time the Sovthern has been pursu- 
ing a consistent policy of putting a large 
per cent of its earnings into improve- 
ments. Much of this has gone for «he 
purchase of new rolling stock, but nore 
hes been put into maintenance of way. ' 

At several places along the main line 
tetween Atlanta and Washington. 
changes in the track are being made. 
Gradés are being reduced and curves t2- 
ken out, which will greatly cheapen the 
operation of trains over the route. At the 
same time every effort is being made to 
overcome useless mileage and in every 
case’ where the old surveys are found to 
‘ be ct fault new lines are being Iaid ont 
at Shorter distances. There will be no 


big cut off made, as the old survey nas! 


“heen found to be on the whole the bes: 
that could be“made. However, in many 
places the possibil.ty of reducing the dis- 
tance has been discovered. and it is the 
purpose of the Southern to take advan- 
tage of every such opportunity. 

It is thought that the distance between 
Atlanta and Washington will be reduced 
2 or 30 miles. As yet no definite estimate 

f the reduction has-been made, but it 
will be sOmwwhere in this neighborhood. 

Ultimately the whole line from Wash- 
ington to Atlanta will be double tracked. 
‘No. attempt will be made to do-all this at 
cence, but in accordance with the estab- 
lished policy of the Southern, it will be 
done gradually, the double tracks being 
put in at firat where they are most 
needed. In all the improvements that are 
now being made at any point along the 
line full acccunt of this being taken. All 
culverts and bridg+s that are constructed 
are so built that they will carry double 
tracks, while wherever new cuts are made 
they are made of sufficient width. 

The line of the Southern from Washing- 
tcn to Atianta is one of the country’s 
main arteries of trade, and by many it is 
said to be the heayiest worked single 
tracks in the United States. While it is 
considered absolutely necessary to have 
the whole line double tracked, there are 
certain portions of it which require this 
work immediately, and these will be the 
first to receive attention. 

The Starting Point.. 

’ The line between Greensboro and Salis- 
bury is thought to he the hardest worked 
part of the line, and this will in all prob- 
abitity be the firet pyt of the line’ to re- 
celye double tracks. AN the trains from 
the south, both freight and passenger, to 
the east, whether by. Washington, Rich- 
mond or Norfolk, in addition to the heavy 
travel from the west via Asheville, have 
to go over this route. Every night ten 
limited pass. rger trains are handled over 
this line, i, addition to local passengers 
and freight. trains without number. Nor- 
folk is the Southern’s main seaport, and 
all freight between it and the south has 
* to go over this line, as well as all the coal 
from the Tennessee and Alahamy coal 
fields. 

Between Charlottesville and Washing- 
_ton the freight traffic is nothing like as 
heavy as it is between Greensboro and 
Salisbury, but the Southern handles the 
passenger trains of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio In addition to its own passenger 
traffic over this line. This will probably 
be the next part of the line to be double 
tracked. When this is dune the gaps be- 
tween Charlotte and Salisbury and 
Greensboro and Charlottesville will be 
fiiléd ‘n, giving a through double track 
from Washington to Charlotte. After 


this is completed it will be only a mat-| 


ter of time until the double tracks are 
extended to Atlanta.

The tax receiver is now lecatéll in 
more adequate and handsome quarters 
than he was last year, his office Raving 
been removed from the old court thouse 
to the first floor in the new annex. The 
office has been fitted up in modern style, 
the floor painted, and everything is in 
readiness for the opening of the books. 
All of the books, blanks and other neces- 
sary stationery has been instaHed. 

Receiver Armistead stated yesterday 
afternoon that he expects a big inerease 
in returns this year. ‘He says the in- 
crease will probably be. in the neighbor- 
hood of $1,000,000. He gives as his reason 
for this belief the immense amount of 
bullding that thas been ‘in progress in At- 
lanta this year, and also the increase in 
population. Many large structures have 
been erected in the business district and 
these will agpear on the tax books this 
year for the first time. 

It is not expected that the returns will 
be heavy for the first few weeks accord- 
ing to the customary rule.

Big Verdict Rendered: 

The jury in the case of John M. Phil- 
ipps against the Seaboard Air Line Ral)- 
way Company, which has been on trial 
before Judge H. M. Reid in the first di- 
vision of the city court since Monday 
morning, returned a verdict yesterday 
morning in favor of Philipps for $7,000. 

Philipps was employed on the road in 
the capacity of hostler ome gg engi- 
neer in the yards at Tampk, Fila., and 
lost a ieg in a collision there on Decem- 
ber 20, 1900. His engine collided with a 
freight train. He charged negligence to 
the employees of the freight and claimed 
that the conductor in charge of the 
switch engine ordered him to go onto the 
main line, misinforming him of the time 
the freight was due. 

The ratlroad company contended that 
Philipps was at fault and that the colli- 
sion resulted from his own negligence. 
The plaintiff sued for $2,00,: 

Philipps was represented’ by Attorney 
C, T. Ladson, and the railroad company 
was represented by Attorneys Erwin & 
Brown and Vassar Woolley. 

Foster Sues for $3,000. 

W. M.. Foster yesterday instituted sult 
against the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company for $3,000 damages, alleging per- 
sonal injuries. 

Foster claims that he was injured on 


the 23d of the present month at Peach-— 


tree Point, on the Peachtree line of the 
road, while a passenger on-a-car. He al- 
leges that the conductor left the car af- 
ter it passed Pourteenth street and that 
when Peachtree Point “was reached he 
signaled the motorman to let him off.

Foote claims that on March 12 he board- 
ed a car at the corner of Bryan street 
and Cherokee avenue, and obtained a 
transfer to the Ivy street line. He says 
that he alighted at the corner of White- 
hall and Hunter streets and walked to 
the corner of WhitehaH and Alabama 
streets. 

The petition states that he there board- 
ed an Ivy street car, but that the con- 
ductor refused to accept the transfer. He 
claims that he had no money with which 
to pay his fare, and that the conductor 
put him off.
